HARACTER formation subject that receiv- 

ing with each year more and more attention 
religious education. One the outstanding means 
character formation, and always recognized the 
Church such, the Sacrament Penance. Even non- 
Catholics today are making vain gestures toward 
Their literature religious education shows 
marked tendency deal with personal-guidance prob- 
lems. They are, however, merely attempting appro- 
priate the educational value the sacrament, still being 
unaware its supernatural power. 

The Catholic teacher must properly estimate both 
values, the supernatural and the educational, and must 
know how help children derive the maximum benefit 
from this means given Christ Himself. Much 
can done the preparation that given the children 
for this sacrament. 

intelligent handling this problem demands 
clear-cut knowledge certain objectives. The teacher 
who preparing group for first confession and one who 
giving advanced instruction older class must 
have definitely mind what they wish accomplish. 
might list three main objectives. First objective: help 
the children acquire the necessary knowledge and atti- 
tudes confession correctly and fruitfully. Second 
objective: direct them getting knowledge them- 
selves, their weaknesses, and especially their 
weakness. Third objective: inspire them with desire 
become more and more perfect each day their lives. 

the outset, may well indicate one the 
difficulties connection with the confession school 
children. Call regimentation. whole class even 
entire school shunted over church for confession. 
Where this custom goes unbroken, the sacrament 
becomes part and parcel school discipline. Being 
merely form external control, there real danger 
that when the school discipline ceases the children will 
not confession regularly. are all familiar with 
some the sad results this system. True, external 
control may aid efficiency and habit formation. 
But its possible evil effects should recognized and 
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counteracted. The children should taught progressively 
that their sin-burdened souls need confession. Under our 
guidance, they must receive the sacrament, not because 
“their day,” but because they want rid 
sin and desire strengthen their souls. Instruction and 
motivation are important here. heart-to-heart talk from 
the pastor the teacher just before confession make 
the motives sorrow vivid and vitalize the whole 
preparation would prove helpful remedy against the 
evils regimentation the earlier grades. Then the 
children grow older, they should left free receive 
the sacrament their own initiative. Gradually the 
props external control should taken away and 
internal convictions should replace them. 

The teacher must careful the instructions 
confession put the emphasis where belongs. may 
important for the children know how the sacrament 
penance operates, how many kinds contrition there 
are and its qualities, what characteristics the confession 
sins should have, and similar matter contained the 
catechism. But far more important translate this 
theoretical knowledge into practice. The children should 
love this sacrament and desire it; they should know how 
confess and sorry according their years; they 
should improve their lives through its use; and finally, 
experience joy with its reception. 


First Confession Seven-Year-Olds 


difficult, yet richly rewarded task, prepare 
children for their first confession. Here have mind 
little boys and girls approximately seven years age. 
What must accomplish with these little ones? How 
can best attain our goal? 

The Catechism the Council Trent, official book 
the Church, lists three requirements the penitent: 
contrition, confession, satisfaction. commonly expand 
these five, adding purpose amendment and examina- 
tion conscience. The former, course, necessary 
part contrition; while the latter usually 
requisite for confession. But with small children espe- 
cially, well lay emphasis the three require- 
ments the Council Trent Catechism. 

regard the examination conscience, must 
borne mind that the confession little children 
generally confession devotion. Very rarely there 
question mortal sin. Therefore detailed explanation 
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the commandments and harrowing examination 
conscience are unnecessary. Let the little ones prepare 
teil their sins them. Even though there 
strict obligation tell venial sins, let them mention 
all and even the number times. Encourage them 
this with the idea overcoming shame and 
fostering confidence and honesty. The venial sins one may 
inclined not tell, are the very ones that ought 
revealed. This good training for their future life. 
Only the later grades, when the distinction between 
mortal and venial sin taught, should the distinction 
made between the telling mortal sins and 
the privilege telling venial sins. With seven-year-olds, 
better not have them use printed table sins; 
though the teacher may use sensible one for her own 
guidance. Drill methods and “practice” confessions are 
not place. The aim must produce individual con- 
fessions, not stereotyped form for whole group. 
Neither advisable speak with these little ones 
about concealing sins and bad confessions. Proceed posi- 
tively. Encourage them open and sincere telling 
their sins. Instill confidence: the priest cannot tell, 
will not surprised, takes Jesus’ place, loves 
children and will not scold. 

good teacher will careful avoid whatever might 
encourage scruples among her charges. Things that are 
not sins should not made such. Nor should sins 
magnified. better, fact, with very small children 
not mention the word sin all; and even 
the notion great sins not stressed. 

Contrition, course, the all-important requirement 
for the forgiveness sin. This does not mean that the 
children are drilled the definition contrition, 
its kinds and qualities. Experience should precede 
knowledge. Long before the terms contrition and purpose 
amendment have been learned, the children should 
know how make them through practice. 

What knowledge the nature penance necessary 
for little seven-year-olds? Some, course, since they 
must realize child’s way why they are going 
confession. But this knowledge need only fundamental. 
sufficient they understand simple way that 
confession the priest, God’s name, takes away their 
sins, and they receive the sacrament with such devotion 
can expected from young children. The teacher 
does not have enter into any proofs that the priest 
has this power forgiving their sins. 


Method Instructing 


The preliminary work preparing children for first 
confession can done during the regular course 
catechetical instructions throughout the year. Immediate 
preparation need occupy only several days. there 
reason why teacher should into frenzy the 
pastor announces the day first confession sooner than 
was expected. the remote preparation has been made, 
whole days will not have devoted “drilling 
and that saps the strength and joy the 
children. 

Observation lessons, picture study, Bible stories, and 
pious practices are the little child’s approach religious 
education. These can used during the prescribed course 
study the remote preparation for confession. 

Little observation lessons people going confession 
can utilized explain the difference the soul before 
and after receiving the sacrament. simple notion 
sin and its effects upon the soul, well penance 
and grace, will brought thereby the child’s mind. 
Watching people confession can also used 
develop the need and the content the prayer the 
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Holy Ghost for light and help making good 
confession. 

Picture study and Bible stories will offer many occa- 
sions for speaking sin and appiying the lesson 
the own little sins. Without attempting build 
complete list sins, mention only those common 
the age and type child before you. Show the little 
ones how search into their own minds, with the light 
God’s grace, for any the sins they may have done; 
and urge them find their sin. Give them 
examples, you along, how they might tell the 
sins they have found when they confession. Then 
follow once with class-formulated prayer sorrow, 
the teacher suggesting the motives and directing the 
response. 

Many stories the Bible will give these motives 
sorrow. God rewarded the good angels, but punished 
those who disobeyed. banished Adam and Eve from 
paradise and let sorrow come upon them and their chil- 
dren because their sin. will punish also the sins 
children. Stress here the loss heaven and God 
temporary, course, the case smaller sins. Other 
stories tell God’s goodness and love, which are the 
basic motives for perfect contrition. Especially the New 
Testament abounds these: the Second Person the 
Blessed Trinity becoming Babe; the love Jesus for 
children, the Apostles, the sick, and sinners; His 
love shown the cross and the Last Supper table. 
There are stories, too, that tell the love the 
Ghost. gives children the best gift, grace, which 
their souls beautiful; lives them; takes away 
their sins. 

With these stories that come into most courses for 
the early grades, should not difficult create the 
child heart attitudes love, obedience, and reverence 
toward God. Aversion sin and contrition will follow 
spontaneously. These attitudes can crystallized into 
little prayers that the children make themselves under 
the guidance the teacher. The following are suggestive: 

God, You always punish sin. have sinned 
have deserved Your punishment. Forgive me.” 

“Dear Saviour, heart not beautiful now. 
has many spots. You are not pleased with me. 
sorry. Make heart pure again.” 

sorry for sins, because they made 
You suffer.” 

The idea satisfaction and the purpose the penance 
imposed the priest can developed the same way 
from object lesson, picture study, and Bible story. 

This method building the examination con- 
science, telling sins, sorrow, and satisfaction may not 
logical and systematic; but psychological and 
well fitted child’s mind. Once this groundwork has 
been laid, the instructions immediately preceding con- 
fession can very brief. vivid story account Easter 
evening will show the power absolution. Then can 
follow brief summing what the children have 
done the way examining their consciences and 
making the act contrition. believe that the con- 
cluding work the examination conscience should 
follow broad outline the order the Commandments. 
This will make much easier for the priest help the 
child, need should arise the first confession; and 
will accustom the child order that will follow 
later years. 

Finally, the children should practiced the manner 
confessing. They should know short formula for 
introducing and concluding their confession. They should 
advised how loud they are tell their sins, what 
they are when the priest gives absolution, when

they may leave the confessional. The little ones should 
allowed examine the inside the confessional, 
remove any fear the the unusual. hen 
they should shown where they can take their places 
after finishing their confession, how they are perform 
penance (prayers said vocally, with moving 
lips), and where they can find the thanksgiving their 
prayer book. 


Late First Confessions 


special word must said about the instruction 
children who are older than seven years and yet are 
preparing for their first confession. Most teachers one 
time another have take care these children who 
come the third, sixth, and ninth hours for the reception 
the sacraments. They need special attention and 
special love. Often their religious background poor; 
sometimes altogether absent. The teacher has 
discover the things that are missing and supply these. 
regards the preparation for confession, must 
more thorough and more advanced than for seven-year- 
olds. 

The idea grace, sin, and God’s mercy must 
more fully developed preliminary step. The examina- 
tion conscience, too, must more detailed and syste- 
matic, depending upon the children’s age. Perhaps the 
best procedure through the commandments 
God, the main precepts the Church, and the seven 
capital sins. With each commandment and precept show 
the children the entire process confession preparation. 
For example, with the First Commandment, point out 
the sins against it, start them out the method 
examining their consciences, tell them how they might 
express these sins the confessor, and let them make 
act contrition for the sins they have discovered. 
Follow the same procedure with the Second Command- 
ment, and on. The memory can aided means 
kev words for each the Commandments: prayer 
(First Commandment), Holy Name (Second Command- 
ment), etc. These key words can drilled, but never 
table sins. While this method may take more time, 
will insure individual confessions. 

Motives for contrition should especially well pre- 
sented. With these older children, the pains hell can 
made dynamic motive, particularly the story 
Dives and Lazarus vividly described this connection. 
However, the motives for perfect contrition (love God, 
ingratitude sin, sufferings Jesus) must receive the 
greater emphasis. Explain these children the value 
and use perfect contrition outside confession; get 
them practice part their night prayer. 

wise teacher will recognize the fact that since these 
children are older and have more sins tell, there may 
added difficulty their confession. Instill confidence. 
Stories the seal confession will help here; likewise 
explanation the confessor’s office, and the joy 
good confession. 

these children are taught mention their age 
the opening formula, both time and questioning will 
saved. mentioning the number times sin has been 
committed, will then suffice they tell how often the 
sin occurred during week month. This, too, will give 


the penitents opportunity better estimating their 
evil habits.

religious education must interpenetrate; each must 
made service the other. little child’s examina- 
tion conscience will longer satisfy the boy girl 
the intermediate and upper grades. New moral prob- 
lems are entering into their lives and they must know 
how express them their confessor. The motives 
sorrow, too, should deepened reason advances. 
These growing boys and girls should shown how 
use the sacrament penance their efforts toward spir- 
itual self-improvement. 

Much this follow-up work can done during the 
regular course instructions. Such topics sin, tempta- 
tion, virtue, Commandments God, and precepts the 
Church offer many opportunities for co-ordination with 
the sacrament penance. 

the intermediate and upper grades, clear and 
emphatic the difference between mortal and venial 
sin. Show that mortal sin the greatest evils and 
that rare the life the true Christian. not 
give the impression that common occurrence and 
can hardly avoided, for then your boys and girls 
may cease trying. Nor tell stories about persons who died 
immediately after one mortal sin and were condemned 
hell. Theoretically this true. But the conclusion 
depends upon they died immediately after 
the mortal sin without repentance. have right 
picture God cruel Master, just spying catch His 
children. the other hand, the study St. Peter 
and Mary Magdalen teach confidence returning 
God, serious sin does occur. 

definite explaining the difference between sin 
and temptation. Many needless heartache 
caused the lack this knowledge. Train the children 
seek advice their confessor. this end, show the 
priest the confessional not merely judge; but also 
spiritual physician, counsellor, and instructor. 

Good follow-up work demands instruction the integ- 
rity the confession. Explain what the catechism means 
when says our confession should entire, giving “the 
number and kinds our sins and the circumstances which 
change their nature.” Here the place speak bad 
confessions and how repair them. 

Contrition the heart good confession. Emphasize 
it, teach it. Contrition, next God’s grace, depends upon 
motives. Deepen these. Reason and emotion are develop- 
ing the child, let the motives grow with them. Love 
Christ, the beauty the soul grace, the hateful- 
ness sin, its ingratitude and disorder, are appealing 
and effective motives. Show the children that true contri- 
tion involves the firm purpose amendment. Here 
important show the children how center their attack 
one sin.

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Many teachers, addition their regular program 
confession preparation, devote the time immediately 
preceding the reception the sacrament some special 
form preparation. How shall the teacher use that time?

Then give the children time prepare themselves.

the hard-of-hearing child? one 

the estimated three million American school 

children who have defective hearing. the 
“one eight” said the American Federation Or- 
ganizations for the Hard-of-Hearing failing his 
schoolwork his social relations because impaired 
hearing places tremendous responsibility upon the 
shoulders careless ignorant parents and educators 
whose neglect his needs has, from the earliest ages, 
created grave irregularities society. 

Dr. Edmund Prince Fowler and Dr. Harvey 
giving the world that priceless instrument, the 
audiometer, for the detection hearing defects, and 
making early medical attention possible, furnished the 
groundwork hope that prevention deafness may 


soon become general among the per cent 


hearing children whom otologists declare may cured 
taken time. 


Special Attention Necessary 


All that stands between the hard-of-hearing child and 
the amount intelligence and understanding his 
difficulties his parents and teachers possess. Drs. Wendell 
Phillips and Hugh Grant Rowell, their book, Your 
Hearing, How Preserve and Aid It, say, hard- 
of-hearing person human document. Starting with 
the normal, clean-cut page, impairment hearing comes 
the first blot. From then there are more blots, era- 
sures, and other mishaps which turn the clean white sheet 
life and character into what may become eventually 
blurred personality, scarcely readable even the expert. 
For the most part this unnecessary.” 

recognition the fact that blurred personality 
unnecessary lies the social salvation the hard-of-hear- 
ing child. Only during the past eleven years has that fact 
been made the basis research the public schools 
America, and only during the past year, our knowledge, 
the parochial schools.’ with the parochial schools 
that are here concerned.

the need hearing test medical examination. They 
will know that apparent stupidity, inattention with rest- 
lessness dreaminess, and slight speech and voice defects 
may often traced inability hear clearly. They will 
understand that certain types deafness display mis- 
leading characteristics, such loss some tones with 
normal hearing for others, making detection without 
instrument difficult. 

The grade teacher may make careful study the 
problem the hard-of-hearing child her time and in- 
terest allow. Yet average intelligence, kind heart, and 
the observance few fundamental rules will carry her 
and the handicapped child over fairly smooth pathway. 
the school fortunate have Sister with 
special training dealing with the hard-of-hearing and 
the teaching lip reading, the hard-of-hearing children 
that school are blessed and the grade teacher’s troubles 
will reduced accordingly. 

These troubles deal mainly with poor schoolwork 
and behavior that leaves something desired. The 
hard-of-hearing child often the retarded child and 
blame rests not with the child but with his elders who 
have left him his own devices cope with difficulties 
that himself cannot understand. not deaf 
child; partially deafened child. The deaf child’s 
problems have been met and solved for him from infancy. 
The neglected hard-of-hearing child wanders alone 
maze misunderstanding. bewildered and often 
defiant child. does not know why others prepared 
parts lessons that knew nothing about; does not 
know why his teacher’s words are not always intelligible. 
The unmerited reprimand leaves lasting sting, and un- 
desirable character traits take root. excep- 
tionally conscientious child, may pay 
health for the nerve strain that too close attention exacts. 

The remedy lies the awakening parents and teach- 
ers the possibility minimizing incurable hearing 
handicap almost the unrecognizable. These 
though hard-of-hearing, are able keep step with their 
normally hearing classmates, with the aid lip reading 
and intelligent handling. Children too severely deafened 
able this, should not the full responsibility 
the grade teacher. 

The alert grade teacher will place the hard-of-hearing 
child near the front the classroom that his residual 
hearing may used advantage, and near possible 
the windows that need not face the light, thus 
making possible any lip-reading ability may possess. 
Easy communication then becomes personal matter be- 
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tween teacher and child. This forces attention the 
teacher’s general culture, her personality and teaching 
skill, all reflected voice, speech, and command 
language. 


Our Speech Needs Improvement 


recent article the Woman’s Home Companion, 
entitled Good Your Speech?” William Norwood 
Brigance writes, speech important index 
your personality. Judged this index how you rank?” 
author tells careful and thorough examination 
experts which revealed the startling information that 
than per cent America’s college youth have 
out-and-out pure voices with clear-cut speech; that only 
per cent, including this superior group, have speech 
that is.even “satisfactory”; and that per cent must 
classed “unsatisfactory.” “Surely,” says Mr. Brig- 
ance, speech college freshmen not lower than 
the general American average.” Each member our 
teaching sisterhoods may well ask herself into which 
these groups her own speech falls. With full realization 
the needs the child who has imperfect hearing, she 
will readily see that improvement voice and enunciation 
meet these needs will raise the cultural attainment 
herself and every child her classroom higher plane. 

Among several characteristics the 
voice Mr. Brigance describes kind that trade- 
marked jaw laziness, lip laziness. who spend 
hour after hour with children, training the eye follow 
every visible movement speech, and training the mind 
jump the invisible and grasp the thought from the 
whole, find our work discredited when our pupils are 
forced face grade teachers and relatives who supply 
few any lip movements that are readable. 

Occasionally meet grade teacher who blessed 
with the ability “enter into” the limitations imposed 
physical handicap, and then know the joy 
momentary peace regard hard-of-hearing children. 
This, course, must sooner later shattered. Yet, 
since experience the only really thorough teacher, even 
the most instinctively understanding person who enjoys 
normal hearing will fail see some the tormenting 
little stones over which hard-of-hearing people are con- 
stantly stumbling. One these may labeled “wordi- 
The grade teacher who says roundabout way 
what might said very few words, who interrupts 
herself the midst story sentence wander into 
some bypath, whom smooth utterance unknown 
quality speech, the teacher who places great strain 
upon limited hearing and lip-reading ability. 

All all, clear and pleasing voice with distinct ar- 
ticulation must the aim the teacher who would 
minimize hearing handicap and simultaneously enhance 
her teaching skill. Brevity speech and smoothness 
utterance will assist toward this end. The aurally handi- 
capped child will restored nearly equal opportunity 
with the unhandicapped. The normally hearing child will 
grasp teaching more readily and learn appreciation the 
beauty correctly spoken English. 

all conditions favorable hearing and lip reading 
prevail, there little probability that the teacher will 
have repeat her words for the benefit the child with 
defective hearing. But if, despite all, fails under- 
stand, repetition with change wording usually suffices. 
The explanation for this lies the fact that certain 
syllables are not made with the vocal organs but with 
the breath. These fail carry the dulled ear and 
many them are invisible upon the lips. While the grade 
teacher need not make study which svllables are 
visible vocal and which are not, she should simply re- 
member that any slight change wording may clarify 
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the thought. she would have proof this let her ask 
another say inaudibly, nice day,” and follow 
with, having fine weather.” The difference ob- 
vious, even non-lip reader. 


Encourage Normal Personality 


While the social adjustment the hard-of-hearing 
child primarily the responsibility the lip-reading 
teacher and the parents, the grade teacher too may in- 
strumental warding off introversion. fact, there 
not educator the country, regardless his her 
specialty, who may not, sooner later, share responsibil- 
ity for keeping boy girl line with the normal, and 
thus share salvaging normal personality. This pre- 
supposes, course, some understanding the particular 
needs that boy girl other than classroom adjustment 
and easy communication. 

The right mental attitude toward handicap any 
kind first essential successful adjustment, and the 
effort the lip-reading teacher toward this end must 
supplemented the classroom and the home. Calm and 
ready acceptance the unalterable should flow from the 
parents the child, with the school backing the parents 
and pointing the way normal, happy childhood and 
sane, wholesome adulthood. Unashamed 
such child will make secret and apology for 
physical infirmity. the same time, understanding 
and allowance for the handicap will leave room for 
pity unnecessary favor. hearing loss rightly man- 
aged challenge, spur ambition, but never ex- 
cuse for failure. 

Responsibility something that most children glory 
mark growth, and because the feeling 
incapacity that often accompanies hearing handicap 
there experience uplifting the spirit the 
average hard-of-hearing child that being trusted 
with responsibility. 

the other hand, the child who shrinks from any- 
thing that may call attention his hearing defect, who 
shrinks from contact with strangers, the child who will 
dodge responsibility his own later undoing 
parents and teachers are not watchful. The encourage- 
ment do, least attempt, everything within reason 
that his more fortunate companions part the 
character-formation program which these parents and 
teachers must engage. Even when the child himself says, 
they should come back with, and 
when the child finds that after all “he can,” world 
possibilities opens him. remember reading somewhere 
little girl who, the beginning her ear trouble 
disliked meet strangers. She was sent one day 
errand strange neighborhood, but she returned short- 
report that that particular house number was not 
that street. Was she excused the ground her 
deafness and consequent shyness? She was not. “Go 
she was told, “look both sides the street 
and find it.” She did. That girl will grow self-reliant 
individual. 


Avoid Embarrassment 


The thoughtful parent and teacher will never make 
point the hard-of-hearing child’s being and 
will never single him out from group for attention that 
will certainly cause him embarrassment. They will even 
help him remain inconspicuous occasion, and 
the child’s trust this understanding that will one 
the greatest factors his social adjustment. 

general, could give but one rule all parents 
and teachers hard-of-hearing children, would this: 
“Allowing for their difficulties, treat them you would 
normally hearing Remembering that these chil- 
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dren are under training make their way normal 
world work and play, send them errands you 
would other children. fear felt for their safety 
the streets because poor hearing, not show it. 
independence and self-reliance are taught by-products 
the lip-reading class these attributes should fostered 
the home and classroom. Punish them you would 
normally hearing children, making sure that the handicap 
has bearing the fault. Talk them you would 
any children, and never omit remark, story, ex- 
planation for the sole reason that they may not under- 
stand you. These children need talked even more 
than normally hearing children. Their years vocab- 
ulary building may fewer and their grasp language 
more uncertain. 

plead that hard-of-hearing child ever left 
out any classroom family activity, however small 
the part plays. accepted normal among 
normals the only way the child adult, helpless 
the clutch isolating infirmity, can preserve mental 
health. forgotten set aside causes agony 
suffering though you may sure well masked. 
Indifference and prejudice have for centuries forced the 
hard-of-hearing into the background human affairs. 
The cost human happiness and achievement must reach 
colossal proportions. thwart the hard-of-hearing 
child natural instinct for association with his fellows 
plant seeds suspicion, bitterness, hatred the world 
self.

Induction?

Editor's Note. This study is published because there is too often the 
attitude in the study of authors to show they have “Catholic ideas” or 
that they are Catholics without any really adequate basis. 


CLAIMING literary lights who would add the luster 
Holy Mother Church, usually distinguish, least 
unconsciously, three kinds Catholics. not refer 
those who are good, bad, and indifferent; but rather 
those who can singled out good practical Catholics; 
secondly, those who are Catholics “by deduction”; and finally 
those who are made Catholics “by induction.” Chaucer, New- 
man, and Belloc exemplify what mean good practical 
Catholics. The second class Catholics made after 
fashion. The deductive process making Catholics very 
similar its philosophic counterpart given this and that, 
conclude logic, necessary result. But literary logicians 
are oftentimes very illogical. This form posits the author’s 
name the parish baptismal list major; his tombstone 
Catholic cemetery minor; and his Catholicity con- 
clusion. Shakespeare and Joseph Conrad are readily made 
Catholics “by deduction.” 
Perhaps the rarest class Catholics that made “by in- 
duction.” can find neither their names the parish 


records, nor their tombstones Catholic cemeteries. Yet, 
from their admiring attitude toward the Church and their 
general Catholic philosophy life, can make them Cath- 
olics inductively. This paste-pot-and-scissors method mak- 
ing Catholics indeed deprecated; for, while desire 
see the greatest intellects the pale the Church, yet 
must remember that the Catholic Church essentially 
for Catholics. 
Was Not Catholic 

But for the sake discussion, can grant its possibility. 
determine the question which has interested many Amer- 
ican Catholic readers, Longfellow Catholic?” Much 
has been written the subject, and yet Rev. Bro. Richard 
Hickey, Ph.D., author Catholic Influence 
fellow, remarks the preface his scholarly work: “With 
few exceptions, the writers these papers indulge pious 
generalities about his admiration for the Catholic Church 
where the wish father the thought else study super- 
ficially the Catholic spirit his poetry.” 

Most these generalities will avoided the 
will bear mind that Longfellow was both nature and 
education deeply religious and highly sentimental, possessing 
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artistic appreciation the beautiful and the ennobling. 
Hence, the ordinary reader likely mistake Longfellow’s 
sentimentality for his faith and his artistic delicacy 
part his Catholic philosophy life. Yet our poet’s 
admiration for the Catholic Church and his philosophy 
life, which the average Catholic warm and familiar, 
peculiarly Catholic, force the reader wonder the 
possibility his Catholicity. Unconsciously least, the ques- 
tion arises: “Was Longfellow Catholic induction?” and 
answer definitely: was not.” 

surface view his poetry would lead admit 
the possibility. But thorough study his life, all his 
works, and especially his sources, determines our negative 
answer. His admiration for the Catholic Church practically 
set naught his own religious affiliation. Longfellow was 
within the pale Unitarianism, following its chief exponent 
this country, family friend, William Channing. The poet 
probably did not consider the essence the doctrine, namely, 
that there but one Person God and not three, with much 
theological exactness. These lines from The Golden Legend 
would seem indicate this; for here mentions the three 
Persons 

Father omnipotent 

Son, the Light-Giver! 

Spirit, the Comforter! 

Worthy all times 

worship and wonder. 
Yet very serious business try make Catholic “by 
induction” one who was associated with sect, which 
its essence opposed the fundamental doctrine the 
Catholic Church: belief the Holy Trinity. 

Longfellow’s essentially Protestant training and viewpoint 
manifest his view dogmas. Dogmas were his 
abominations chains binding the freedom 
loving soul. not only disliked dogmas, but disliked the 
Catholic Church for incorporating them her system 
faith. was positively annoyed those “dusky dogmas” 
(Kavanaugh, 356), those “metaphysical subtleties dark 
mysterious speculations” (Outre Mer, 179). Can really call 
man Catholic refuses accept the motive power, 
nay, the very basic principles the Church? absurd 
student; for throw overboard the dogmas faith un- 
Catholic throwing overboard all artistic concepts beyond 
the price paint and canvas, unartistic. 

References Catholicism 

And even though admit his loving admiration for 
the Catholic Church ennobling and esthetic institution, 
maintain that his admiration was merely temporary. This 
fact deducible from thorough study his works and 
sources. his early years, references God, the Blessed 
Virgin, and Catholic institutions general are numerous. 
Reference God made directly more than one hundred 
times his poetry; the Blessed Virgin about fifty times. 
Most these appear his poems between the years 1830 
and 1860, which bear the stamp Old Catholic Europe; e.g., 
Evangeline (1847), and The Golden Legend (1851). this 
period his life, was poetically youthful not literally 
so, and youth, admired the ennobling influence which the 
Church had the lives many. But the last years 
his life show developed hostility toward the Church 
dogmas. Even its moral influence was “degraded dogmas 
and the poor, puerile conceits arising from (Outre 
Mer, 203). Tales Wayside Inn especially Torquemada, 
The Cobbler Hageneau, and Martin Luther serve but 
exemplify this statement. 

must, therefore, exclude the Cambridge poet from 
our ranks, for Catholic faith not like passing attachment 
favorite author whom adore our youth but cast 
aside our maturity. No! “Once Catholic, always Cath- 
olic” byword. 


Longfellow’s Philosophy 

Above all, the average reader fails find anything un- 
orthodoxical Longfellow’s philosophy life, expressed 
his poetry. wholesome, uplifting, and enthusiastic. 
What inspiration not these lines from the Psalm Life 
breathe: 

Life real! Life earnest! 
And the grave not its goal, 
“Dust thou art, dust 
Was not spoken the soul. 

face value, the poetic way re-echoing the 
eternal truth: Credo vitam aeternam. But the peculiar 
differences which these two apparently synonymous expres- 
sions have, lie the bases their different philosophies. 
And although should continue interest our youth 
Longfellow’s excelsiora philosophy, cannot consider 
their approbation sufficient test his orthodoxy. 

Considered intrinsically, cannot say that his philosophy 
was original. its modern dress originated the hot- 
bed German Romanticism, the University Heidelberg. 
Its outstanding exponents were Goethe, the modern carpe 
diem philosopher, and Richter. The whole school hinged 
the doctrine that is, action for action’s sake. 
Longfellow’s active charity toward his neighbor which was 
replace dogmas, was phase activism. The latter term 
the philosophic way saying good turn daily” and 
means the same the American “square 

And why this doctrine opposed the Church God- 
like charity? Because makes God merely means and not 
end. matter fact, fail find any end what- 
soever the doctrine activism. simply “living the 
eternal But know only too well why there are 
sixty million pagans this country today for the simple 
reason that they fail see beyond this “eternal present.” 
This but another point against the possibility making 
Longfellow Catholic. Although did not carry this doctrine 
the unbridled extremities others, and has, matter 
fact, given Christian coloring, yet cannot consider 
Catholicism synonymous with painted paganism. The differ- 
ence lies the essence, not the coating. 

Naturally, are not surprised find moral loopholes 
the philosophy activism. not claim that Long- 
fellow was tainted personally with the moral weaknesses con- 
sequent upon such short-span view life; yet several lines 
his poetry are subject very obvious interpretation which 
anything but orthodox. Such, for example, are the conclud- 
ing lines the beautiful poem, Not Always May. 
sketching the delights new spring, the poet reflects that 
the period youth transient the year life spring 
itself. therefore advises: 

Maiden that readest this simple rhyme, 
Enjoy the fragrance thy prime; 
Enjoy the Spring Love and Youth, 
some good Angel leave the rest. 

Yes! Living the “eternal present” has some philosophical 
weak points, and philosophical weaknesses readily lend them- 
selves moral weaknesses. That personally wished have 
anything immoral read into these lines not only 
doubted; denied. But that beside the question. 
The very possibility such interpretation sufficient 
characterize the philosophy very shortsighted pagan 
more exact: anything but Catholic. 

conclusion, let repeated that Longfellow 
inspiration for the ordinary reader because treats things 
general familiarly Catholic way. Yet, his real attitude 
toward the Church and his true philosophy life have 
different basis which the ordinary reader does not suspect: 
and hence view the gulf which exists between Cath- 
olic fundamentals and Longfellow’s fundamentals, must

organized, competently manned, and intelligently 
guided.

The 
multiplicity wrong notions, and associations that 
are likely inhibitions, other tests requires that 
the interest Catholic children, editors publish- 
ing houses well books should take more 
seriously their responsibilities. This responsibility 
Catholic school boards well diocesan super- 
intendents, and ultimately bishops and archbishops. 

old error see occasionally creeping into reli- 
gious texts: The effort develop what cannot 
developed, the creative power God, for example, 
any dogma given revelation.

BSENCE scientific procedure the selection 
school sites has cost the United States many millions 
dollars, due wrongly located sites, delay 
purchasing sites because their proper location has not been 
known until the area has been highly improved, failure 
know years the ultimate size the school district, 
and the failure purchase enough unimproved land low 
cost meet the ultimate needs the district. 

The location parochial school cannot determined 
without consideration other important factors that concern 
parish life. Yet may well largely influence the location 
parish unit. The following considerations that have been 
found prime importance the location the public school 
may, therefore, assistance the choice site for 
the parochial, other, Catholic schools. 

The site should geographical, population, and com- 
munity center. should meet the needs the greatest num- 
ber the people, both present and during the next few 
years. survey the population should made. Not only 
present population, but the trend population growth should 
kept mind. the population growing rapidly 
certain section the community, site should selected 
somewhere the direction that growth. 

The direction the population growth may ascertained 
study such data birth certificates, new residential 
districts, new factories, new public utilities and extensions, 
such telephone, gas, water, electricity, and sewers.

The walking distance, the most, should about two 
miles for high-school students. The maximum distance for 
junior-high-school students should one mile, while the 
distance for elementary-school pupils should 
mile. The size the schools and the population hand 
hand determining factor for maximum walking dis- 
tances. densely populated district, the number schools 
should sufficient eliminate the factor walking dis- 
tances; while sparcely settled district the erection 
school buildings far apart makes excessive walking for the 
student necessary. Then again, some school districts are iso- 
lated natural barriers, such railroads. rivers, ravines, 
and industrial centers. these cases, the children must 
transported the nearest school, and hence transportation 
facilities, such railroads, street cars, interurbans, and 
public highways should considered. 

The accessibility the school the general public should 
accessible all those who are served it. 

Another important item considered the selection 
school site its remoteness from business, industries, 
and hazards. The activities business and the noise, odors, 
dusts, and traffic industry. are all more less serious 
distractions the student and often constitute hazards 
life health. Highways near the school should free from 
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dust and the school should located least block from 
street-car lines and other heavy traffic. Sites adjacent 
factories, boiler shops, fire hazards, hospitals, fire-engine 
houses, and jails should never purchased. Local ordinances 
should prevent any such buildings from being erected after 
school site has been purchased and built on. deep swift 
streams should near the school site and the site should 
free from all immediate hazards from water, air, land 
travel. 

The general character the neighborhood should con- 
sidered factor utmost importance. This locality should 
offer only the most favorable social influences. The nearness 
location; quiet residential district ideal. The vicinity 
direct indirect immoral influences, such pool rooms, 
dance halls, and taverns, should avoided. Ordinances 
should prevent the erection buildings the occupation 
existing buildings for such purposes near school. 

The proximity service utilities another factor the 
selection site. The buildings should have ready access 
water, sewers, electric lights and power. gas and telephone 
systems. The school not complete without these modern 
facilities. 

The acreage the site well the size the school 
will decided the number students. Each student 
should have least fifty feet playground space. The 
average modern high-school site should not less than 
twenty acres. The playing space for different games, such 
baseball, football, tennis, and various games played outdoors 
must considered, addition the necessary buildings 
which are erected. The football field should located the 
rear the main school building and also proximity the 
gymnasium. The baseball field should located the foot- 
ball field such way occupy the southwest north- 
west corner. The gymnasium should large enough accom- 
modate all forms indoor games. Junior high schools require 
less playing space because fewer eligible students and 
therefore fewer games. The average playing space addi- 
tion the buildings should about ten acres. Generally 
speaking, however, the grounds should sufficiently large 
afford ample space for proper placing the building, for 
playgrounds, for landscaping. for experimental gardening, and 
for the growth the school. The space provided for play- 
grounds should large enough permit the pupils engage 
the usual games which pupils the ages accom- 
modated the school most enjoy. Most authorities agree 
that the amount playground space should not less than 
fifty square feet per person. One hundred square feet 
more per pupil would much more desirable, course. 
the rural districts, where land more available and 
cheaper and where agriculture generally taught, the space 
provided for each pupil should much larger. The laws 
many states now require much ten acres for 
consolidated school and least one acre for even one- 
room school.

Other things being equal, the site should located high 
land, reasonable distance from factories, stables, and 
dumps, swampy places, and other objectionable surroundings. 

The nature the soil should taken into consideration 
selecting site for school building. The soil should 
nonerosive. Sandy loam best with per cent sand. 
Natural ground should chosen preference artificially 
constructed land. Artificially constructed land 
possible contamination the soil and its accompanying 
menaces the health children are sufficient reason for its 
avoidance. The playground section should dry and pervious. 
should constructed drain very rapidly. Concrete 
brick surfaces should avoided. 
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The orientation the school building should considered 
important factor. The school building should faced 
that sunlight enters each the classrooms during the day. 
Hindrances sunlight during the entire day are mountains 
hills, cliffs, trees, and buildings. There should 30- 
degree angle elevation all sides the school. north- 
ern climates, especially, none the classrooms should face 
the north. Any the other three directions will insure sun- 
light for least part the day. 

The last important point the selection school build- 
ing the utilization and cost. Its present and future utiliza- 
tion should carefully considered. The site should free 
from expensive buildings with minimum salvage value. The 
possible future value, not used for school purposes, should 
anticipated, possible. Finally, the costs new improve- 
ments, such streets, sidewalks, sewers, and water exten- 
sions, should considered.

Ear and Voice 
Sister Agnes Clare, Ed.D. 


Editor’s Note. This paper contains a useful analysis of the problem of 
ear and voice training in the early grades with a summary of generally 
approved practices. It furnishes a basis for the more detailed suggestions, 
which are printed from time to time in the Practical Aids columns. 


Phonics and Comprehension 

The universally accepted goal all reading instruction 
the interpretation the printed page. this end 
economically and efficiently attained should forcibly domi- 
nate every phase the total reading program. Excessive 
attention word parts the neglect utilization con- 
textual meaning detrimental many the skills which 
make for comprehension. Its retarding effects the forma- 
tion increasing eye span especially noticeable. Mod- 
ern methods much counteract such tendencies. All 
phonetic work begins and ends meaningful reading situa- 
tions. from this viewpoint that the teacher expected 
use principles and procedures. this done, word analysis 
will not work opposition comprehension. Analysis and 
synthesis are not necessarily conflicting principles; the 
contrary, rightly used, the one facilitates the other. 

This emphasis comprehension does not exclude adequate 
attention the specific objectives word analysis. can 
seen that the three lines training herein involved con- 
tribute indirect but valuable way interpretation. 

Training the ear sensitive sounds spoken 
words. 

Training the voice produce them with vocal 
quality, correct pronunciation, distinct enunciation, and 
skillful articulation. 

Training the eye recognize their symbols. 

This discussion concerned with the first two prepara- 
tory the third these phases phonics work. 


Divisions Ear-Voice Training 

Since eye training focuses attention word elements 
rather than meanings and large groupings, should not 
begun until reading thought-getting process well 
established. such postponement necessary the case 
ear and voice training. Thus twofold division phonics 
instruction brought about. 

Period (about six weeks’ maximum). Unless 
there correct auditory perception and correct vocal pro- 
duction, there cannot correct visual recognition.

How Conducted 
Experience shows that imitation the most effective 
method for this type learning. order make observa- 
tion and imitation easier for the pupil, the teacher pro- 
nounces with exaggerated lip action. Once the correct co- 
ordinations are attained, repetition employed reduce 
them habit. There may number pupils who need 
further help. For them may necessary point out the 
relative positions the speech organs, lips, teeth, tongue. 
Practice before small mirror has been found helpful

the teacher offer the pupil good model her own speech 
clearly evident.

Supplementary Materials 

Variety important factor the maintenance 
interest and attention. this connection teacher may 
wish make use supplementary materials. fitting 
these materials her own basic system help know 
the general likenesses and differences which exist among the 
various phonics methods. comparison some the fore- 
most readers and manuals shows (1) that they are agree- 
ment their major type procedures ear-voice training, 
and (2) that the variances concern (a) the distribution 
these type processes with respect the informal and formal 
periods phonics, (b) the exercises utilized these 
processes, and (c) the selection sound elements and source 
words. All this summarized below: 

Common Core Type Procedures (predominant first- 
semester work, but continued more less throughout the 
primary grades needed desired. 

Imitation. The teacher labializes (or pronounces); the 
pupils observe and imitate. Labialization especially effec- 
tive the beginning stages, enforces the concentrated 
attention the pupil the relative position the speech 
the teacher, and calls for vigorous exercise the 
speech muscles his part when silent articulation re- 
quired him. 

Linking Sound and Sight (no isolation elements). 
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The association between sound and symbol this stage 
extremely simple. Words are dealt with wholes, with 
isolation elements. The eye and ear mutually aid each 
other. 

Noticing Likenesses and Differences the Beginnings 
and Endings Words. For this purpose nursery rhymes, 
jingles, verses, words, and the like are pronounced the 
teacher. The stressing the similar sounds aids the pupil 
his auditory discrimination. 

Linking Sound and Sight (isolation elements). 
This the primary work formal phonics. During this 
time the ear-voice exercises are continued but manner 
closely related the visual training. The former prepares 
for the latter, dealing with the particular elements assigned 
for the visual lesson. 

II. Variances. 

Procedures Included the Informal and the Formal 
Period. The majority reading systems make use the 
first three procedures during the informal period and the 
fourth during the formal period. some few cases the work 
number relegated the formal period with the 
exception small amount time given like initial 
sounds. The differences are minor importance. earlier 
later the ear-training processes with respect 
visual association would not violate fundamental princi- 
ples any case. 

Exercises Utilized the Procedures. There are va- 
riety exercises utilized each the above procedures, 
some them graded difficulty. With view avoiding 
distortion sounds, which the isolation elements causes, 
some the final-blend systems follow the practice think- 
ing rather than voicing them. This principle excludes two 
widely prevalent types exercises: those which involve 
the utterance isolated consonants; and (b) those which 
require the slow pronunciation words teacher pupil.

The same precaution accuracy sound 
observed the method; but end consonants 
are less likely distorted than initial consonants, and also 
interfere less with the blending word parts. probab.y 
due these reasons that the readers empioying this method 
not exclude the sounding single consonants. 

Selection Phonic Elements and Their Word Sources. 
The nature the exercises and devices the preliminary 
period calls for promiscuous utilization phonetic ele- 
ments. The variances the demands made with respect 
selection word sources and phonic elements are slight and 
can indicated the bases which determine them. Some 
the most important these are: degree difficulty, 
general frequency, present immediate future reading needs. 
During the formal period, the ear-voice-eye training well 
integrated and determined the successive reading les- 
sons. all systems the word sources never extend beyond 
the children’s reading and speaking vocabulary. 


Summary Suggestions 

The above investigation shows that the variances found 
among the different reading systems are, each case, utilized 
such way safeguard sound psychological principles. 
yet there scientific proof for the superiority one 
practice over another. For the most part these varying usages 
are the personal preferences authors rather than contra- 
dictory principles. the teaching these phonics systems 
three plans are found. Some teachers adhere rigidly the 
basic reader adopted, without additions from outside sources; 
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others select supplementary materials which are harmony 
with the basic phonics plan; others still further, acting 
the belief that individual and class needs can better 
met supplementing freely with any all the practices 
the various systems. All these plans can justified; 
ability. clear that the main requisite understand- 
ing the part the teacher fundamental principles, and 
consequently the merits and limitations the variances 
that arise. Teachers with this background are not likely 
use recommended formulations and procedures artificial 
manner, but, rather, they transform them into natural, per- 
sonal techniques. great deal individual freedom can 
given such teachers, for they are masters, not servants 
method.
